hn entions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inx entions 
can he shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
(hfferent product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product CMPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process of 
group I (claims 10-17) can be practiced with a materially different composition such 
as the pharmaceutical composition of claims 1-9. 

Inventions III and IV are distinct because each involves a composition for 
stimulating expression of a distinct cytokine (IL-8 vs. GRO(/) and a method of using 
that composition in tumor therapy. 

The inventions of groups I and II are distinct from the inventions of groups 
III and IV because compositions materially different from inhibitors of osteonectin 
may be used to stimulate expression of the cytokines II-8 and GROo.. Production of 
these cytokines is induced by a large number of stimuli mcluding other cytokines, 
allergens, bacterial infection, and hypoxia.
